N E W Y O R K - ( N E A ) - 
F’ormer tennis star. Gussie 
Moran, took all eyes off the 
ball when she appeared on 
the court in a tennis skirt 
and matching lace panties 
back in the ’40s. 


But her eye-catching outfit 
shouldn’t h a v e bee n too 
much of a surprise. Fashion 
becomes part of any game 
women p l a y .

DEAR PO LLY—L. K. may prevent her 100 per cent wool 
sweater from scratching if she adds two tablespoons of 
glycerin to the wash water. Many years ago I passed this 
tip on to a commercial cleaner who has been using it ever 
since —MARY H. 


DEAR PO LLY—My skin is super sensitive to many 
fabrics but I have found a method which works for me. I 
spray the garment, inside and out, with plastic spray 
starch. I make several applications and dry after each. 
This has to be renewed after each cleaning or washing. 
Washable garments should also be rinsed in a fabric soit- 
ener before treating with the starch. I have used this on 
woolens, including sweaters, and synthetics and it has 
never altered a garment or made it stiff. (Polly’s Note— 
Try a small place on yours first.) The starch apparently 
coats and smooths whatever it is that irritates the skin. I 
hope this will help someone else as much as it has helped 
me.—M. G,

OCE AN FISHING 
Salmon 
fishing 
is 
still 
holding up well off Avila, 
with many large fish being 
caught daily, and things are 
beginning to look like the old 
days, with some fish up to 
forty-five 
pounds 
being 
taken. The first part of the 
week, the usual winds held 
up 
the 
action, 
but 
last 
Thursday and Friday were 
really banner days. Many 
anglers were back in by nine 
o’clock in the morning with 
limits of mostly chmooks. 
Our 
n eig h b o r 
G e o rg e 
Kitchel with Doug Hitchin 
and son came in with nine 
fish, the largest 28 pounds 
and the smallest about ten: 
a 
take to be proud of. 
Another boat was back with 
twelve fish, all nice sized. 
Weather conditions at the 
weekend were good, with 
prospects 
excellent 
for 
salmon fishing. Water not 
too rough, and lots of bait in 
the area. 
Harbor Associates report 
that during the week ending 
Friday, Aug. 14. some 121 
boats were launched, and 
returned with 232 fish, and 
most of these were taken at 
the last days of the period. 
So the facts remain the fish 
are plentiful, and as long as 
the weather does not start to 
act up. fishing will be very 
good 
Not too many silvers have 
been taken, but the few that 
were, ran fairly large, as 
much 
as 
twelve 
pounds. 
There was a time when the 
silver salmon was usually 
considerably smaller, 
but 
some years there was a 
report that there had been a 
tnix up in the spawning 
tanks 
in 
some 
of 
the 
northern hatcheries. Thus a 
cross 
was 
obtained 
of 
Chinook 
and 
silver. 
How 
true this was we cannot 
vouch for but it could be the 
reason for the extra large 
Silver salmon. 
Whilst albacore are being 
taken 
in southern water, 
there is no indication at this 
time of them being in the 
vicinity of Avila or Morro 
Bay. Some boats have been 
out exploring, but so far no 
luck 
However, 
we 
will 
report on the “long fins” as 
soon as they come within 
fishing distance of Morro 
Bay where over night boats 
are all set to m ake the run 
for 
the elusive albacore. 
The fish taken in the south 
are running large w ith may 
as big as thirty pounds being 
caught. 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
Locally there is not too 
much activity; weather has 
been on the w arm side in 
Nacimiento and M argarita 
Lakes. 
However, 
at 
the 
latter spot, catfishing has 
been hot. with best luck on 
n i g h t 
c r a w l e r s 
a n d 
anchovies Bass fishing fair 
to slow, best early in the 
morning and late in the 
evenings, with fish up to 
four pounds being taken. 
Lopez Lake was planted 
last 
w eek, 
but 
sh o re 
fishermen did not do any too 
good. Best fishing is still on 
the far side near the edge of 
the dam. Here the water is 
deep,

world 
doesn’t 
get 
much nevermind at the Carl 
Swanson place. There is the 
television, of course, and if 
somebody tunes it in there 
are 
pictures 
of 
soldiers 
dying, N e g ro e s marching 
and students screaming in 
the street. 
But in the evening here, 
when the work is done, the 
only thing the TV is for is 
Lawrence Welk. When he’s 
not on. Carl Swanson usually 
sits outside his house with 
his wife and just listens to 
his crops grow. 
Swanson’s a farmer. Age 
72. 
He has lived on this same 
quarter of Salt Creek Valley 
all of his life, same as his 
father did. "workin’ hard, 
mindin’ my own. and livin’ 
to a good old age.” 
You might call him a hick. 
Wash your mouth out. Carl 
Swanson has seen the city, 
but 
chooses 
the 
country. 
"W e’ve been pert’near every­ 
where in the country ’cept 
New York City,” he says, 
his hands rammed into the 
stomach pockets of his over­ 
alls. “ And lemme tell you 
one thin’. We’re always glad 
to get back home.” 
Home is 211 acres of grow­ 
ing land, an hour’s drive 
from the city, Lincoln, on 
the new Interstate 80. Swan­ 
son’s father, a Swedish im­ 
migrant. bought it for $6 an 
acre in 1877. There’s been 
wheat and hay and cows and 
chickens here since. 
“ We’re growin’ milo this 
year,” Swanson says, nod­ 
ding his head toward the 
field and explaining courte­ 
ously, "you know what milo 
is, don’t you? It’s feed grain, 
like corn.” He rubs his face. 
Blows his nose. “ Good thin’ 
we ain’t got corn planted this 
year. Been dry all summer.

Production. Urbanization. 
City life, with its all-night 
drug stores, double-feature 
movies and hourly factory 
pay, attracted two-thirds of 
the farmers. Today only Carl 
Swanson and 10 million oth­ 
ers are left. 
But the world may be com­ 
pleting a full turn. Towns­ 
people 
fear 
the 
all-night 
stores now because night 
streets shelter thugs. The 
double f e a t u r e s at the 
movies are rated X. Factory 
pay is reduced by strikes. So 
there is a slow return to the 
soil. 
Most of Swanson’s 
neighbors are b e c o mi n g 
ruralized 
city 
types 
who 
commute. "There’s a retired 
colonel over there, he’s got 
15 acres. There’s a doctor 
down the way, he’s got about 
the same. They all like it out 
here.” 
Why? 
“ Easy, 
it’s 
’cause country life’s the best 
there is.” 


From the look of him. 
Swanson is proof of his own 
testimony. 
Thin, 
crinkle­ 
skinned, he is nonetheless 
hard as oak. Which comes 
from, he says, endless work. 
With 
only 
a 
grown 
son 
(Norm, 41, who lives just 
across the road) as help, the 
old man is up every morn­ 
ing at 5 to milk 28 cows. He 
toils the sun around. "We 
don’t like daylight savin’s 
time, ’cause it gives an extra 
hour light. And. hell, that 
means an extra hour work. 
We don’t like stoppin’ here 
'til it’s dark.” 
For all his energy, Swan­ 
son works not as much by 
choice as necessity. Falling 
prices and rising costs have 
hurt the farm population at 
least as much as the lure of 
the city. "Making it.” says 
Swanson, "just ain’t never 
easy."The man’s machinery 
alone has cost him nearly

$50.000 over the years: the 
market prices of his crops 
h a v e plummeted — winter 
wheat 
has 
dropped

$3.25 to $1.25 a bushel in 20 
years; and the cost of hired 
help has almost tripled since 
World War II. 
As a result, many small 
farmers have just folded. 
Between 1940 and 1964. farms 
earning under $5,000 a year 
declined by 60 per cent and 
farms earning from $5,000 to 
$10,000 a year have been cut 
exactly in half, from 880.000 
to 440.000. 
Those that survive, says 
Swanson, "have the help of 
God.” 
In all truth, the survivors 
have other help too. Co-ops. 
where farmers buy cheaply 
by bulk, are thriving now; so 
are joint ventures, where 
several farms share equip­ 


ment. And, naturally, there 
is government subsidy, what 
city people c a l l 
"giving 
farmers something to grow 
nothing,” but what Swanson 
calls “ very important if we 
don’t wa nt small

wiped out altogether.”

Farmer S wa n s o n isn’t 
complaining. Things are fine. 
Crops are green, his health 
is good and from the whiff 
of things the missus is al­ 
most ready with supper.

Do you 
bear it? No, it’s not the 
sound of shouting or shoot­ 
ing or a traffic jam.

One of the few banners that remained flying after the 
walls of Camelot crumbled was that of the Peace Corps. 
Launched in 1961 by President John F. Kennedy as a 
means of utlizing the energy and idealism of youth, as 
wTell as the skills of age. to wage peace through self-help 
programs among the poor of developing nations, the 
corps reached its peak enrollment of 13,000 in 1964. 
Since then it has steadily fallen out of favor, not only 
among some foreign governments but at home among 
the college youths who once formed its backbone. 
The number of volunteers serving overseas is down to 
8.600. Applications have dropped 58 per cent since 1964. 
Peace Corps recruiters have been barred from some 
campuses, putting them in a class with representatives 
from the military services and Dow Chemical Company. 
There is even an organization called the Committee of 
Returned Volunteers, which claims to speak for 10 per 
cent of the 30,000 volunteers who have served in the 
corps since its inception and which calls for the outright 
abolition of the corps. 
Why? Because, says the CRV, the Peace Corps 
“supports the status quo in the countries to which it 
sends volunteers, gives legitimacy . . . to the local power

structure which invited it . . . (and) provides an illusion 
of progress by helping to coax out of an obsolete and 
inadequate politico-economic system some token social 
projects.'' 
In other words, the Peace Corps is not doing what it 
was never intended to do — subvert or revolutionize the 
governments of those countries in which it serves. 


Such neutrality may have been an unrealistic goal 
from the beginning, especially when so many of the 
social ills the Peace Corps has attempted to alleviate are 
the very product of “ obsolete and inadequate politico- 
economic systems. " But it is the only policy under which 
the corps could possibly have coaxed into being whatever 
reforms it has been able to coax. 
This, apparently, is not good enough for thousands of 
disillusioned veterans of the corps. 
Yet is a safe bet that at the same time that they 
demand an end to the Peace Corps because of its 
ineffectiveness in changing the status quo in foreign 
lands, out of the other side of this mouths they condemn 
the United States for its meddling in the affairs of 
sovereign nations.

For those of you who do not live in 
New York City, let it be known that 
it is front-page news here that 
McSorley’s Ale House has opened its 
doors, and for the first time this 
century, to women patrons. The 
regular clientele are said to be 
disturbed by the change in the 
atmosphere.

Because, on the day that the 
bill denying any public liouse the 
right to discriminate on account of 
sex became law, it was the women’s 
lib types who 
went 
to McSorley’s. 
And

atmosphere. There

not enough 
women's lib types 
to stand guard for­ 
ever at McSorley’s, 
so that question is

them. 
Perhaps just plain women,

refer to anybody from Helen of Troy 
to M argaret Chase Smith, who are 
on the one hand most indisputably 
women, but on the other hand, the 
kind of women who would move 
over to the opposite end of the room 
when Gloria Steinem comes in.
